(14) Interactive computer service means any information

service, system, or access software provider that provides or

enables computer access by multiple users to a computer server,

including specifically a service or system that provides access

to the Internet and such systems operated or services offered by

libraries or educational institutions;"; in line 19 strike " (11)"

and insert " (15)"; and in line 23 strike " (12)" and insert " (16)".

4. On page 4, line 1, strike "(13)" and insert " (17)"; in
line 9 strike "(14)" and insert " (18)"; in line 12 strike " (15)"
and insert " (19)"; strike 1lines 19 through 23; and in line 24
strike "(17)" and insert " (20)".

5. On page 5, line 9, strike " (18)" and insert " (21)"; in
line 19 strike " (19)" and insert " (22)"; after line 21 insert the
following new subdivision:

"(23) Telecommunications service means the offering of

telecommunications for a fee directly to the public, or to such

classes of users as to be effectively available directly to the
